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The Crawford AuSable School 
District Board of Education took the 
initial action necessary toward placing 
baliot issues before the voters once 
again to resolve district overcrowding 
and infrastructure necds. 

Documents are currently being 
prepared for presentation to the 
Michigan Department of Education 
amd Treasury for two ballot issues, 
which together, would contain all 
components of the Dec. 13 issue of 
$11,850,000. 


That issue was defeated by district 
voters by a 1,314 to 1,205 vote tally. 
The board directed the next issues 
to be presented to voters in March. 


Proposition One would include a new 
elementary schoo! for preschool 
through second grades attached to the 
current Grayling Elementary School. 
It would also include renovations at 
the Grayling Elementary and Frederic 
Elementary playgrounds, and parking 
and traffic flow improvements at the 
elementary school sites. It would 
include moving the high school athletic 
field from the Grayling Elementary 
Site to the high school site, purchase of 
land adjacent to the middle school for 
development of physical education 
playgrounds, and computer 
networking and _ technology 
improvements to link all district 
buildings. 


St. Mary's Church 
looks into opening

Father Michael Connor of St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church in Grayling, 
announced recently he isinvestigating 
the possibility of re-opening the 
Grayling St. Mary's School. 

“Its only in the idea stage,” Fr. 
Michael! said. “But, there is enough 
interest that I have to address it. Towe 
it to the people.” 

St. Mary’s School was closed in 
1971 after many years of operation as 
a first through eighth grade parochial 
school. 

Fr. Michael said there have been 
no decisions as to which grades the 
school may include, but expected at 
least some to be elementary grades. 

He said the determining factor in 
re-opening the school would be the 
cost 

“Tt’s a matter of a price tag,” he 
said, “If wecan afford todoit, we will. 
The initial cost to bring the building 
up to code would be tremendous, far 
above and beyond tuition costs. If we 
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find we can afford the building costs, 
then we have to determine if there will 
be enough tuition to sustain the school 
operation.” 

He said if the school re-opens, it 
may not be possible to open for the 
1995-96 school year, but hoped it could 
be ready for the following year. 

The St. Mary’s school building 
includes four classrooms which form 
a wing of the parish complex facing 
Lake Street in Grayling. 

As a parochial school; St. Mary’s 
would not be eligible toreceive funding 
through the Michigan School Aid 
Fund, nor would it be eligible for 
funding asa charterschool. Allfunding 
would come from local parishoners 
and tuition or through diocesan 
subsidization. 

The Grayling St. Mary’s parish is 
part of the Diocese of Gaylord, under 
Bishop Patrick R. Cooney. 

Attempts to reach Bishop Cooney 
for his comments were unsuccessful 
due to the offices of the Diocese of 
Gaylord being closed for the holidays. 
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The board directed that Proposition 
Two be for additions and renovations 
at the high school, including four 
additional technology based 
classrooms, a cafeteria and kitchen. It 
wouldalso include reconfiguration and 
renovation of existing classroom 
spaces and replacement of heating, 
ventilating and air conditioning 
systems. 

Separation of the Dec. 13 issue into 
two propositions allows the board of 
education to return the issue to the 
voters sconer than six months, 

Application for preliminary 
qualification for the bonds by the State 
of Michigan will be presented to the 
board of education for its approval at 
a special meeting Jan. 10, at 7 p.m. in 
the Grayling Middle School 
conference room. 

Approval of the application by the 
Michigan Department of Treasury 
usually follows about a month after 
approval the the board of education. 
This timeline will allow the board to 
take action in early February to set the 
final bond issue propositions and date 


_ for the election. 


The board has tentatively set the 
date of Monday, March 20, for the 
special bond issue election.

Public comments sought on county 
solid waste amendment proposal 


_ The Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Committee has 
scheduled a public comment meeting 
to discuss the proposed amendment to 
the county’s solid waste management 
plan submitted by City Environmental 
Services Inc. of Waters (CESW). 

‘The meeting is nota public hearing, 
but a meeting to gather comments 
from the public. It has been set for 
Wednesday, Jan. 11, at 7 p.m., in the 
Joseph Stripe Auditorium at Grayling 
High School. 

The amendment specifies which 
counties may dispose of wasie at the 
CESW landfill and which counties 
may accept waste from Crawford 
County 

The amendment reads: 


“Outside counties which may 
dispose of waste at the City 
Environmental Services, Inc. of Waters 
landfill for the 5 and 20 year planning 
periods include Alcona, Alpena, 
Antrim, Arenac, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Chippewa, Emmet, Grand 
Traverse, Ilosco, Kalkaska, Luce, 
Mackinac, Missaukee, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Otsego, Presque 
Isle, Roscommon and Wexford. 

“Outside counties which Crawford 
County may export waste to for 
disposal, for the 5 and 20 yearplanning 
periods, include Montmorency/ 
Oscoda, Wexford, Chippewa and 
Charlevoix.” 


The amendment states that counties 
outside of Crawford and Otsego may 
dispose up to 951,008 cubic yards per 
calendar year at the CESW facility in 
Maple Forest Township. 

The amendment also regulates the 
construction of waste transfer stations 
within Crawford County. 

In addition, CESW has agreed to 
provide other services to Crawford 
County if the amendment passes 
including six specific requests of the 
Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Committee, including: 


1) CESW will guarantee sufficient 
disposal capacity to Crawford County 
at the CESW landfill or other landfill 
to meet the disposal needs of Crawford 
County as identified in the plan for 20 
years. 

2) CESW agrees to subsidize a 
recycling program in Crawford County 
for one year commencing the first of 
the month following inclusion of the 
attached amendment in the plan, in 
substantially the same form as 
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special tribute to 


previously implemented, at a cost of 
$12,740 to Crawford County. 

3) CESW agrees, at its expense, to 
implement a houschold hazardous 
waste and waste reduction education 
program in each of the counties 
disposing of waste at the landfili under 
terms acceptable to CESW. 

4) CESW agrees to offer long term 
contracts for waste disposal to each of 
the townships within Crawford 
County, on reasonable terms mutually 
acceptable to the townships and 
CESW., 

5) CESW shall agree to hold 
harmless and indemnify each 
municipality within Crawford County 
from liability for any response costs 
arising from the contamination caused 
by the Crawford-Otsego Solid Waste 
Management Authority. 

6) CESW shall forebear from 
pursuing any claim for damages it 
believes it has incurred prior to the 
date of the inclusion of the amendment 
in the plan resulting from any failure 
to include within the solid waste 
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management plan the authorization 
for those counties to receive and 
dispose of the solid waste from other 
counties. Moreover, CESW shall not 
request the county to add additional 
counties pursuant to any contractual 
obligation arising from the purchase 
agreement solong as such amendment 
remains unchanged and part of the 
plan. 

The entire proposed amendment 
submitied by CES W in October, and 
the recommendations from the 
Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Committee, is currently 
available to the public at the county 
clerk’s office. 

The amendment is now in the 
middle of a 90-day public comment 
period which began Nov. 3. Persons 
wishing to make written comments to 
the committee may send them 10: 
Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Committee, C/O 
Crawford County Clerk’s Office, 200 
West Michigan Avenue, Grayling, MI 
49738. 

If accepted by the solid waste 
Management committee, the 
amendment will go the the county 
board of commissioners for its

Kids Count reveals many county youths i in trouble

Crawford County is bucking Michi- 
gan trends, at least when it comes to 
children. 

According to KIDS COUNT in 
Michigan 1994 Data Book, juvenile 
arrests for serious crimes are down in 
Michigan, butin Crawford County the 
number of juvenile arrests for serious 
crimes has increased, 

The county’s rate of serious crime 
arrests among youth is almost 60 per- 
centhigher during 1991-93 than it was 
during 1988-90. In comparison to 
other countics, however, Crawford 
County still has one of the lowest 
numberof scriouscrime arrests among 
youth with a ranking of 12 out of 83 
counties ranked best to worst, 

The counties with the lowest juve- 
nile arrest rates forserious crimes were 
Leelanau County with 2.1 percent and 
Midland County with 4.4 percent, the 
highest rates, which were roughly 


double the state average, were 50.2 
percentin Kalamazoo County and 46.3 
percentin Berrien County. Between 
1991 and 1993, an average of 12 such 
arrests occurred in Crawford County 
cach year, Between 1988 and 1990, 
an average of 4 such arrests occurred 
in Crawford County cach year, 

Janc Zehnder-Merrell, project di- 
rector for A-DS COUNT in Michigan, 
said huvenile arrest numbers tend to be 
inflated because juveniles usually work 
ingroups. This means several arrests 
could be made for just one or two 
incidents making the crime rate look 
higher, 

According to KIDS COUNT, 
Crawford County bas one of the high- 
estincidences of high school dropouts 
in Michigan, Of the 66 Michigan 
counties ranked, Crawford County is 
rated 65, which is one of the worst 
dropout rates in Michigan. 

In the 1992-93 school year, KIDS 
COUNT said 14 percent ofthe county's 


i] 


9-12th graders dropped out of school 
prior to graduation, more than double 
the county’s nate in the prior year, The 
state has a dropout rate of 5.7 percent. 

Kent Reynolds, superintendent of 
Crawford AuSable School District, 
disputes KIDS COUNT’s dropout rate 
of 14 percent. Reynolds provided 
information that puts the dropout rate 
at 6.4 percent for the 1992-93 school 
year. 

Reynolds questioned the accuracy 
of KIDS COUNT’s auinbers and the 
rating of Crawford County at one of 
the worst for dropout rates. He ques- 
tioned the source of the information 
and the way the numbers were calcu- 
lated, 

“T have no idea where that number 
came from because we have no num- 
ber that even comes close to approxi- 
mating it,” said Reynolds about KIDS 
COUNT figures. 

Reynolds said that KIDS COUNT

Crawford County ranked one up 

from the bottom for two of the ten 
indicators that KIDS COUNT uses. 

“In those areas where investments 
have been made, such as in health 
care, we have clearly seen improve- 
ments,” said Zehnder-Merrell. “In 
other areas, there is cause for concern 
that we may not be doing all that we 
can toimprove the lives of many of the 
state’s children.”

Negative campaigns 
produce ‘no’ votes

Verbal battles and negative attacks 
dominated Michigan’s elections and 
knocked some candidates out of the 
running. 

“It’s hard to find any candidate 
anywhere that escaped it,” said Bill 
Ballenger, editor of the Inside Michi- 
gan Politics newsletter. 

Only popular candidates in safe dis- 
tricts where they had no real competi- 
tion could afford to run positive cam- 
paigns, he said. 

“Tt’s easy to be positive and be hailed 
as a Saint when you know you will 
win,” Ballenger said. 

However, the heated races through- 
out the state resulted in more fierce 


compctition than.in past efections and 


some questionable political advertis- 
ing, said Ed Sarpolus of the Lansing 
based EPIC/MRA polling firm. 

“In general, the ads were much more 
partisan and involved more name call- 
ing,” he said. 

Sarpolus said it was unfortunate no 
rea] issues or problem-solving tech- 
niques were addressed in the cam- 
paign ads. 

The time constraints of television 
and radio advertising were blamed for 
the limited, often misleading informa- 
tion on candidates, Sarpolus said. 

“No one reads anymore, They rely 


on TV and radio for all their informa- 
tion. This is trouble,” he said. 
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Many candidates gotaway with false 
ads because they knew voters would 
not investigate their claims, but voters 
did get confused, Sarpolus said. 

“Voters don’t know what to be- 
lieve. It’s easier to believe the nega- 
tive,” he said. 

However, political opponents usu- 
ally investigated and attacked back, 
Sarpolus said. 

He said candidates invested much 
of their budgets in extensive polling to 
discover what voters believed and what 
they needed to be told. 

“Nothing was done without polling 
of some sort done.” Sarpolus said. 

Candidates who failed to respond to 
malicious attacks lost the elections, he 
said. 

“You have torespond inunediately. 
he said. . 

Ballen ger agreed, 

He cited Ronna Romney’s loss in 
the Republican primary as a result of 
her failure to immediately respond to 
pro-abortion accusiations made by her 
opponent, U. S. Sen,-clect Spencer 
Abraham. 

“That’s what cost her the election.” 
he said. 

Although some campaigning got 
dirty, Ballenger said most ads were 
comparisons of candidates’ accom- 
plishments, not mudslinging battles. 

“T don’t think they crossed the line 
of good taste,” Ballenger said. 

However, John Calo, campaign 
manager for stateRcep. David Anthony, 
D-Escanaba, said he thought 
Anthony's opponent, Laurie Bink, 
crossed the line. 

"I think she went overboard and the 


| people were fed up.” Calo said. 


Calo said the people in the Upper 


| Peninsula are not used to negative 


campaigns, nor do they appreciate 
them. 
“They got a taste of negative poli- 


| ticsand they don’tcare for it,” he said. 


He said many people were offended 
by the negative campaigns they saw 
attacking their neighborhood politi-

“They were attacking their ncigh- 
bors,” Calo said, 

He said U. P. voters responded to 
Bink’s negative campaigning by re- 
clecting Anthony by 1,199 votes, 

Michigan voter turnout, at over 3 
million, was the highest it has ever 
been in 4 gubernatorial clection, 

Calo said the reason people cast 
their ballots was to change a system 
they were weary of, 

“People wanted change and that may

In order to keep and maintain the 
nation’s housing and neighborhoods, 
governmentatall levels have programs 
to give homeownérs siuacy (that does 
not have to be repaid) fs xepairs or to 
lend them money 8: below market 
levels or at no interest. fa many areas 
utility companies will either doenergy 
conservation work free or at low cost 
and in other places will lend 
homeowners money at no interest, to 
pay the contractor of their choice for 
the necessary work. In addition there 
are tax incentives to promote efficient 
energy use. 

These programs are not restricted to 
low-income people, slum areas or 
urban neighborhoods, Owners of 
single or multi-family dwellings are 
eligible. While the grants do not have 
to be repaid, most of the loans offer 
low or no-interest, long terms and low 
payments,

Picking up the cans, I continued 
explaining the forest industries 
commitment to recycling. I told her 
that foresters and the forest industry 
are bound and determined to leave 
future generations productive forests 
and one of the ways we can assure this 
is by encouraging recycling. The 
demands on our forests are not going 
to Jessen, but are going to increase at 
an alarming rate. It is predicted that 
ournation’s demand for wood products 
may double in the next 35 years, and 
recycling will help us keep pace with 
demand. Currently, recycled paper 
fiber accounts for 28 percent of the 
paper industries raw material supply 
and the industry has set a goal of 40 
percent by 1995. 

We finished picking up the cans and 
stacking them in some kind of order.

She asked, “Can our forests provide us 
with that many trees, dad?” 

“If we manage our forests properly, 
we should have no problem.

*You frequently cook red meat for 
dinner and never remove the skin from 
chicken. 

If this portrays a picture of your 
family’s daily eating habits, you 
probably are consuming io much fat 
and cutting down on fats in the diet 
would be a great way to start the new 
year. 

Changing your diet, (nextto stopping 
smoking and wearing your seat belts) 
could be the best thing you do for your 
health, High fat eating can cause you 
to gain weight, as well as make you 
more likely to develop certain health 
problems such as high blood pressure, 
heart disease, cancer and diabetes. 

Could you possibly eat too little fat? 
Most experts believe this is almost 
impossible for Americans, unless you 
are a child under two (children under 
two should never be put on low-fat 
diets). 

Eating a low-fat dict is simply 
following a few general guidelines in 
the main areas. 

eShopping--Begin low-fat grocery 
shopping. Buy lots of fruits and 
vegetables, enough so that cach family 
member can have atleast five servings 
per day. Also, increase the amount of 
breads, cereals and pastas younormally 
purchase, In the meat section, select 
low-fat meats, such as beef sirloin tip, 


pork tenderloin, white meat of 
poultry and fish. Buy only low-fat 
or no-fat dairy products. Instead of 
ice cream, choose frozen juice bars 
or no fat frozen yogurt. 

eCooking--Roast, bake, or grill 
meat instead of frying. Steam or 
microwave vegetables, Use cooking 
spray instead of oil or margarine. 
Change recipes to reduce fat with 
low-fat substitutes, Season with 
herbs instead of butter. 

*Eating--Use low-fat salad dress- 
ings and stay away from croutons 
and bacon bits. Substitute mustard 
for mayonnaise on a sandwich. 
Order pizza with vegetable toppings 
and light cheese instead of sausage, 
pepperoni, and extra cheese. Eat 
baked potatoes instead of french 
fries and remove skin from chicken 
before cating. Select a bagel or 
toast and jam instead of a donut for 
breakfast. 

These are only general guidelines 
to help reduce fat in the diet, but 
they should make a difference. 
Calculating fat percentages in foods 
and reading food labels can be even 
more beneficial. However, making 
even a few Changes, could place 
your family well on the way to 
healthier cating and feeling their 
best.

The Gerry Securelock Model 690, 
produced by Gerry Baby Products had 
a formal defect investigation opened 
after the company refused NHTSA’s 
request to conduct a safety recali, The 
safety scat has a problem with the scat 
buckle that restrains the child. Owners 
have complained of seats that were 
belicved to be latched correctly, that 
have opened uncxpectedly. Due to 
these problems, 11 injured children 
have been reported, NHTSA suggests 
that parents make sure that the buckle 
is latched properly by listening for the 
click and tugging hard on the buckle 
after the child is buckled up. Owners

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Luck around the worl 
Global good luck traditions 


With New Year’s upon us, here’s a look at some of the good luck Tituals 
from around the world. They are believed to bring good fortune and 
prosperity in the coming year. 

| Austria : The suckling pig is the symbol! for good luck for the new 
year, It’s served on a table decorated with tiny edible pigs. 
Dessert often consist of green peppermint ice cream in the | 
shape of a 4-leaf clover. 

The British place their fortunes for the coming year in the 
hands of their first guest. They believe the first visitor of 
each year should be male and bearing gifts. Traditional 
gifts are coal for the fire, a loaf for the table and a drink for 
the master. For good luck, the guest should enter through 
the front door and leave through the back, Guests who are 
empty-handed or unwanted are not allowed to enter first. 
At the first toll of midnight, the back door is opened and 
then shut to release the old year and lock out all of its bad 
luck. Then at the twelfth stroke of the clock, the front door 
is opened and the New Year is welcomed with all of its 
luck. 

In Haiti, New Year’s Day is a sign of the year to come. 
Haitians wear new clothing and exchange gifts in the hope 
that it will bode well for the new year. 

Anold Sicilian tradition says good luck willcome to those 
who eat lasagna on New Year's Day, but woe if you dine 
on macaroni, for any other noodle will bring bad luck. 
In Spain, when the clock strikes midnight, the Spanish eat 
12 grapes, one with every toll, to bring good luck for the 
12 months ahead. 

A special New Year's bread is baked with a coin buried in 
the dough. The first slice is for the Christ child, the second 
for the father of the household, and the third slice is for the 
house. If the third slice holds the coin, spring willcome | 
early that year. 

The Japanese decorate their homes in tribute to lucky 
gods. One tradition, kadomatsu, consists of a pine branch 
symbolizing longevity, a bamboo stalk symbolizing 
prosperity, and a plum blossom showing nobility. 

The Peruvian New Year’s custom isa spin on the Spanish 
tradition of eating 12 grapes at the tum of the year. Butin 
Peru, a 13th grape must be eaten to assure good luck. 
For the Chinese New Year, every front door is adorned 
with a fresh coat of red paint, red being a symbol of good 
luck and happiness. Although the whole family prepares 
a feast for the New Year, all knives are put away for 24 
hours to keep anyone from cutting themselves, which is 
thought to cut the family’s good luck for the next year. 
The kiss shared at the stroke of midnight in the United 
States is derived from masked balls that have beencommon 
throughout history. As tradition has it, the masks symbolize 
evil spirits from the old year and the kiss is the purification 
into the new year. 

Norwegians make rice pudding at New Year’s and hide 
one whole almond within. Guaranteed wealth goes to the 
person whose serving holds the lucky almond.

Don’t go on a diet this year 


This year, resolve not to goona diet. 
If you fecl you need to lose weight and 
are about to make the dict resolution 

again this year, take time out rightnow 
to think about dicting and why it almost 
always ends up in disappointment, 

*About 34 percent of the adult 
population in the country is estimated 
to be obese. 

eAt any give time in the United 
States between 33 and 40 percent of 
adult women and 20 and 24 percent of 
adult men are actively dicting. 

«Americans spend an estimate $30 
billion a year on all types of diet 
programs and products. 

*For the majority of individuals, 
dieting is followed by weight gain. 
Typically a person gains two-thirds of 
the weight lost during dieting within 
one ycar of ending adietandalmostall 
weight lost within five years of ending 
a diet, 

With these facts in mind, you need 


‘consciously to resolve not to “go on” 
adiet, That language implies that you 
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will “go off” the dict eventually. 
Instead, this year make a resolution to 
improve your current dict and get 
moving. Here are some tips: 

1, Are you eating at least five 
servings of fruits and vegetables each 
day? Increasing fruit and vegetabic 
intake will increase your consumption 
of fiber and other substances that may 
help reduce the risk of heart disease 
ami some forms of cancer. People 
who cat plenty of fruits and vegetables 
have also been shown to consume less 
fat. 

2. Try to reduce your intake of fats 
and oils, The new food labels suggest 
having 65 grams of fat or less each 
day, based on a 2,000-calorie diet. If 
you eat fewer calories daily, fat intake 


should be lower. Compare different: 


brands of similar products to find lower 
fat altematives, 

3. Change what's on your plate. 
Reduce your meat portions tonot more 
than five to seven ounces each day.

1994 VISION USA program had eye 
health or vision problems. 

Dr. Williams urged people who think 
they qualify for the free eye care to 
apply, even if they don’t think they 
have a vision problem. 

“Many eye health problems don’t 
have noticeable early symptoms,” he 
said. “Even with common vision 
problems like near sightedness, far 
sightedness or astigmatism, you can 
become so accustomed to the way you 
see things that you don’t realize you 
are not seeing as wellas youcould be.” 


VISION USA was started in 1985 
with a pilot program in Kentucky. tt 
quickly spread to many other states 
and, in 1991, became a nationwide 


program.

responsible for a $7 16 Part 
A deductible. This 
deductible is their sole 
expense for up to 60 days 
of inpatient hospital care 
in a benefit period. This is 
an increase from the 1994 
Part A deductible of $696. 

A benefit period expires 
when a patient has not 
received inpatient care 
from a hospital or skilled 
nursing facility for 60 
days. If readmitted to a 
hospital after 60 days, itis 
a new benefit period and 
the beneficiary would 
again be responsible for 
the deductible of $716. If 
adinitted to a hospital any 
time during 60 days after 


discharged from a hospital 
or nursing home, it is the 
same benefit period and 
the original deductible is 
still in effect. There is no 
limitation on the number 
of times a Medicare 
beneficiary may be 
readmitted during a 
benefit period. 

HCFA also published

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DNR now checks vehicles 
hauling solid waste 


During the Dec. 13 inspections, 34 
trucks hauling solid waste, hazardous 
waste, or liquid industrial waste were 
checked as they entered the state via 
the Blue Water Bridge in Port Huron. 
A mobile laboratory was set up on site 
so that samples collected from truck 
contents could be immediately 
analyzed. ‘The trucks were inspected 
to ensure load security, proper 
manifests and disposal paperwork, 
proper licensing of waste transport 
companies, and to ensure that wastes 
entering Michigan were bound for 
proper disposal facilities. No major 
violations were found. 
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Though noaccurate figuresare kept, 
Michigan receivesa significantamount 
of solid waste from Oniario and the 
northeastem United States. Solid waste 
disposal costs are much greater in these 
locations than in Michigan. Such 
interstate shipment of wastes is legal, 
aml Michigan also ships a relatively 
small amount of waste out-of-state for 
disposal. 


The Blue Water Bridge is a major 
entry point for waste shipments. DNR 
officers routinely work with officials 
from U.S. Customs and the Michigan 
Department of Transportation to 
inspect waste-carrying trucks entering 
Michigan at this location.

First GHS female wrestler sets

Being a female wrestler takes more 
than just being good at wrestling, 
according to Danielle Dushane, fresh- 
man wrestler for Grayling High 
School. It also takes a little bit of 
diplomacy. 

“T have to be mean and aggressive 
onthe mat, but [have to make sure I’m 
sweet in school so that people don’t 
say things,” said Danielle. 

Her teammates call her “Bruise” 
because she gets alot of bruises on her 
legs, arms, stomach and chest while 
wrestling. Recently, she received a 
black eye from an illegal crossface 
move, which is similar to punching, 
by a teammate. 

Wrestling is a family sport at 
Danielle’s house. With two brothers 
wrestling and practicing on her, 
Danielle decided it was time to lean 
some moves of her own. 

“My brothers, my older brother and 
my younger brother, use tocome home 
from wrestling and beat me up. I put 
up with this for a couple of years and 
then decided 1 should try it so I can 
beat them up,” said Danielle. 

Danielle started wrestling in sev- 
enth grade, but dropped out because 
her father was worried about her. 

“My father, at first, didn’t really 
want me to (wrestle). He was afraid I 
might be touched in the wrong spot by 
some of the guys, or I might get hurt,” 
said Danielle, “My parents support 
me. They are very proud of me.” 

Danielle decided to wrestle again in 
the eighth grade. She ended the sea- 
son with 11 wins and seven losses. 

Danielle said it was the support of 
her fellow students that made her 
continue wrestling this year. 

“] didn’t want people to think that 
I’m a girl wrestler so there’s some- 
thing wrong with me. But they ( her 
classmates) all supported me and 


- wanted me to wrestle,” said Danielle. 


Danielle doesn’t feel as if she re- 
ceives a lot of special treatment being 
a female wrestler, but she does admit 
to some special treatment. 

“TI don’t get that much more free- 
dom, but every once in a while I do,” 
said Danielle. 


“Coach doesn’t want me to be like 
other girls that he sees who just go out 
there and give up,” said Danielle. “He 
saysif we're going to havea girlon the 
team, she’s going tobe good and work 
hard, so he might push me a iittle 
harder than the other guys.” 

At wrestling practice, Danielle joins 
inon the siretches, but when the guys 
start to do dives and tumbles, Danielle 
watches from the sidelines as she does 
her own warm up routine. 

“The guys do rolls, headrolls and 
stuff, and I injured my back last year 
when I did a roll,” said Danielle, “My 
muscles are very tense, they get 
cramped if they aren't stretched outre- 
ally good so I take that time to stretch 
them.” 

Daniclle’s record this season is tech- 
nically eight wins and eight losses, but 
six of her wins are byes. Byes occur 
when there is no one in her weight 
Class to wrestle her or the boy refuses 
to wrestle her, which has happened. 

Some boys don’t want to wrestle a 
girl because they are afraid they will 
hurt me or that they will lose to a girl, 
said Danicile. 

“Thaven’thad all that many byes at 
the big tournaments because there is 
usually someone to wrestle,” said 
Danielle. 

Although Danielle doesn’t feet she 
is treated differently, there are some 
noticeable differences. She said team- 
mates tend to watch what they say 
around her and some are more gentle 
in wrestling her because she is a girl. 
She also said that she didn’t get the 
initiation that the other freshman got 
when they joined the wrestling team, 
not that she is complaining. 

Danielle’s teammates have told her 
that girl wrestlers tend to be more 
defensive wrestlers rather than offen- 
sive, so Daniclle is concentrating on 
being a more offensive wrestler. 

Danielle concentrates on improv- 
ing her Jower body strength, when 
most of her male competition works a 
lot on their upper body strength. She 
doesn’t want to develop a lot of upper 
body muscle, 

“J like my legs to be a lot stronger 
than my upper body because, first of

ail, it helps me with my speed,” said 
Danielle. “I go up against juniors and 
seniors and J can’t match their upper 
body strength, but I can increase my 
specd,” 

At competitions, Danielle doesn’t 
have the opportunity to get psyched up 
like the rest of the team due to her 
isolation from the team. After all the 
guys have changed, Danielle does go 
into the locker room to hear Coach 
Ferguson talk to the team, but she says 
she usually only hears the end of his 
speech, 

Being a female wrestler does cause 
some problems for her. 

“I'll be walking around school or 
Vl say something like ‘Could you 
please not do that.” And someone will 
say, ‘Yeah or she’ll kick your buit,’” 
said Danielle sounding frustrated. 

“So I get a reputation for being 
tough,” said Danielle. She is careful 
about how she is perceived by peers, 
she doesn’t want to be perceived as a 
freak. Danielle likes to wrestle and 
her goals for her senior year include 
being the team captain and competing 
at the state level. 

Danielle isn’t the only one who has 
to be diplomatic when it comes to her 
wrestling, it is also something the 
schoo! district needs to be diplomatic 
about. Some people object to the fact 
that a female can wrestle with the 
males, but males can’t play volleyball 
with the females. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds, 
explaining the law that applies, said 
“Title LX saysifa practice works to the 
disadvantage of one gender, it is ille- 
gal.” 

Reynolds said a girl wrestling does 
not reduce any boy’s opportunity to 
wrestle, but having boys play volley- 
ba!l does reduce girls’ opportunities to 
play volleyball. 

The courts look at the number of 
opportunities to compete, said Rey- 
nolds. The district has to provide an 
equal opportunity to compete for boys 
and girls, but they do not necessarily 
have to be the same, so there is no 
mandate to have girls and boys voiley- 
ball just that the number of opportuni- 
ties are equal, he said.
